1. Lie flat on your back on the 
floor with your feet together.

Now try to raise the 
shoulders off the floor about the 
same distance, so you are bal- 
anced on your hips. Now rock 
back and forth. touching the 
floor first with your heels and 
then the shouders, keeping your 
body tense and pushing and pull- 
ing with the waist muscles. 

4. Turn over on your stomach 
and be warned—this is a difficult 
one. You may not be able to do 
it at all first. First bend your 
knees. then reach back with your 
two hands and grasp your legs 
firmly about the ankles. Try to 
straighten your body enough so 
that it makes a perfect bow. Now 
rock back and forth with your 
tummy as the fulcrum. As many 
times as you can. 

5 This is a stretching exercise 
that is welcome after what you 
rave been through. Lie on the 
floor as you were at first. Swing 
the right leg over the left. point- 
ing as far to the left as you can 
Then swing both arms up and to 
the right as far as you can reach. 

Next point to the right with your 
left leg and swing the arms up 
and to the left.
